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Lewis Discusses Bicuituralism

M.P. David Lewis yesterday accused Canadian political parlies of exploiting the question 
of French Canadian nationalism for the furtherance of their own ends, at an open meeting of the 
Mew Democratic Party. The speech was made in conjunction with this week's Model Parliament 
campaign, 

"creed of despair, which seeks to 
reach its purpose by building a 
wall around the province of Que- 
bec." This approach, he said, is 
impractical, antediluvian and harm- 
ful.

The NDP Deputy Leader went 
on to say that "this problem has 
now been placed on a positive 
plane, and the challenge today is 
to seek a solution with genuine 
concern." 

This solution, he claimed, could 
best be furnished by the policies 
of the New Democratic Party, 
which offered a responsible but 
determined campaign to repatriate 
the Canadian economy, a larger' 
share of Canadian investment in 
the development of natural resour- 
ces, and a concentrated effort in 
the field of education. 

Master In Own Home 

"By this means" he claimed, 
"the Canadian will he master in 
bis own home, and participate in 
the profits of the country's natural 
and economic resources." 

Lewis stated that there are two 
forces in Quebec which are acting 
to the detriment of the French 
Canadians. The first of these is 
the separatist movement, which 
he claims is far too strong, and 
rejects confederation and unity. 
He called it reactionary, and a

The second destructive factor, 
according to Lewis, is the Social 
Credit Party, which uses "the ba- 
sest kind of political appeal, un- 
inhibited by knowledge, principle 
or consistency." He claimed that 
the Socrcds try to attract unin- 
formed people by promising the 
"pouvoir d'achat" as a solution to 
every problem, although the party 
has no money behind it to sub- 
stantiate its claims. 

Lewis further blamed the self- 
righteousness and arrogance of 
the English-speaking Canadians, 
which he called morally, histori- 
cally and socially wrong and poli- 
tically disastrous. He claimed 
that if the problem is to be solved, 
it must be recognized as Canadian, 
and not French-Canadian. 

Royal Commission 

He pointed out that in February 
1062, the New Democratic Party 
issued a press statement calling 
for the establishment of a Royal 
Commission of Inquiry into bicui- 
turalism and Canadian federalism. 
This Commission was to have con- 
sisted of men of letters, historians, 
writers and men of culture and 
arts, rather than politicians, so as 
to ensure that the question could 
be considered in its proper context. 

Lewis charged the Liberal Party 
with stealing this idea and others 
from the NDP, .and he deplored 
the fact that when Pearson had 
presented it in the House, the 
Prime Minister's only reaction to 
date has-been to suggest a Federal 
Provincial Conference, which in 
Lewis' opinion would be comple- 
tely irrelevant. 

He concluded by citing the 
Gordon-CNR dispute as an exam- 



ple of the problem facing Cana- 
dians today. Both the CPR and Uie 
CNR follow the same policy, he 
claimed — that promotion is on 
the basis of education, and that 
French Canadians who through 
no fault of their own have not had 
sufficient education are unable to 
get executive posts — but that the 
CNR, being a national organiza- 
tion, is responsible to Parliament, 
whereas the privately-owned CPR 
is not. Hence, he asserted, Gordon 
is criticized and Crump of the 
CPR can act with impunity. 

Lewis claimed that if vital areas 
of economy were under greater 
public control, Canada's economic 
problems would be easier to solve.

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New Defence Minister? 

When Leonard "Red" Kelly, who is more noted 
as a stickhandler than as a statesman, was elected a 
Liberal member of Parliament, the reaction was stran- 
gely hostile in view of his proven goal-scoring ability. 
No one, of course, was more profoundly shocked at 
this piece of political chicanery than the Progressive 
Conservatives. 

But virtue seems to be a commodity that is evenly, 
if thinly, distributed among Canadian political parties; 
and so it Is not entirely surprising that, according to 
a recent newspaper report, there is a "strong possi- 
bility" that New York Rangers defenceman Doug Har- 
vey will seek nomination as a PC candidate in Notre 
Dame de Grace. 

Kelly has not distinguished himself as an MP 
— indeed, some have been cruel enough to call him 
"the Honorable Member from Centre Ice". His one 
political utterance was a timely statement deploring 
the government's decision to drop the Avro "Arrow", 
issued apropos of nothing at all some weeks back 
and appropriately buried in the back pages of local 
newspapers. 

However, as he himself is quick to point out 
(indeed he has spent as much time justifying his own 
Inactivity as other members have in filling the pages 
of Hansard), he has not been much more remiss in 
his duties than many other backbenchers. Curiously 
enough, however, more people seem to be worried 
about the possible effect of his political preoccupations 
on his hockey talent than vice versa. 

Harvey's candidacy has been encouraged by no 
less a figure than ex-Postmaster General William Ha- 
milton. He is even more obviously a political find than 
Kelly, since he .has shown himself to be a capable 
coach as well as a player, and, in persuading his hockey 
bosses to give him a $30,000 contract and commuting 
privileges for playing what is now |ust mediocre hoc- 
key, he evidences a talent for clever negotiation that 
can surely be used on Parliament Hill. 

The question is fundamentally a serious one. The 
emergence of hockey players (or athletes in general) 
into political prominence seems to be a purely Canadian 
phenomenon, and not a particularly wholesome one. 
In the last general election, Allen Stanley, a defence- 
man for the Maple Leafs was used as a speaker for 
the PCs, and Howie Meeker, an ex-Leaf winger has 
long been active in Peterborough area politics. A year 
ago, it was rumored that "Rocket" Richard was being 
groomed for a Senate position; but perhaps he has 
decided that working for a hair tonic company is both 
more lucrative and less injurious to the public interest. 

Of course, hockey players are not necessarily less 
suitable political material than the general population, 
and It is possible that some might prove as competent 
as the lawyer, teachers and farmers presently In the 
House. But in putting forward a popular athlete, a 
political party is deliberately encouraging voters to 
ignore the Issues and make a choice for frivolous 
reasons. 

Hockey is a cleaner game than politics, and Harvey 
should stick to It. When Harvey commits a fault on 
the Ice, he Is sent to the penalty box; but political 
errors are punished with more subtlety and less mora- 
lity. And after all, the regard for being an All Star Is 
$1,000 — not an automatic seat In Parliament.

d. To make room for these, Mr. 
Wasser, at the last moment re- 
jected a poem by Brock Shovel- 
ler which, we had agreed, was to 
go Into the Ms. 

e. Mr. Wasser admitted into 
the Ms. poems by E. Norton and 
A. Glover — poems which we had 
previously decided, along with 
Mr. Wasser, were much below 
the standards set up for the ac- 
cepted poems. 

In view of these, how can Mr. 
Wasscr's statement about his 
having the right to mako tho 
final decisions after due disput- 
ation be taken but as the crude 
attempts to camouflage and cloak 
what he has done? And let it 
not be thought that this year is 
the first: this clandestine nepo- 
tism has been going on in Forge 
year after year. In 1961, the 
Editor-in-Chief, James Bother, 
rejected a manuscript of S. Aster 
on no defensible grounds — a 
manuscript whoso poems later 
appeared in the leading Canadian 
literary magazines. And in 1062, 
the Editor in Chief, Tadek Korn, 
and Stuart Gllman, the poetry 
editor, without any consultation 
with the Editorial Board selected 
the contents and printed the ma- 
gazine. Mr. Wasser, then, has had 
whom to learn from: the great 
trail-blazers of tho Forge intel- 
lectual dishonesty & turpitude 
have shown him the way. 

In matters of poetry and art, 
deceitful tactics such as Wasser, 
Korn, Rother, and Giiman have 
shown are inexcusable, and are 
evidence of intellectual dishon- 
esty of the most contemptible 
sort. Poets interested in serious 
publications will have nothing to 
do with fraudulent lltterarl — in 
the light of all this, who can con- 
clude them to be otherwise?

Proposes SEC 
Action On Hall 

Dear Sir: 

' With the admitted intention 
of awakening a sleeping dog, I 
wish to make a few remarks 
about the Gus Hall affair. The 
students of this University were 
prevented, by the arbitrary ac- 
tion of an official of the De- 
partment of Citizenship and Im- 
migration, from hearing a spea- 



ker whose political views arc 
Inimical to tho majority of Ca- 
nadians. That this was a serious 
breach of basic civil liberties 
and an indication of tho social 
paranoia to which this country 
is in danger of becoming subject 
was stated with greater thorough- 
ness and eloquence in your 
editorial columns than I can 
hope to muster. 

What I do want to bring to 
your attention is that we have 
not heard a word from the SEC 
about the matter. The invitation 
to Hall was an invitation to ad- 
dress members of the Students' 
Society, issued by the Socialist 
Society, a club officially under 
the jurisdiction of the SEC. 
That only a handful of students 
would probably have turned out 
to hear him is beside the point. 
Tho refusal to let him come to 
McGill was an Injury to all the 
members of the Students' Socie- 
ty. One hears about student 
apathy ad miuscum . and it un- 
doubtedly exists, but It might be 
in order for the SEC to take a 
good look at its own role in 
campus life. Is it to relegate its 
function solely to that of an ad- 
ministrative clearing-house, to 
form shuffling and budget ap- 
proving, or is it also to lead ? 
Not too long ago, we saw a 
Council which firmly voiced the 
opinion of a McGill student body 
on tho matter of federal aid to 
education. Granted opinion on 
the whole issue is more divided, 
but to say the least, the matter 
is sufficiently important for so- 
me official consensus to be 
taken. If the SEC does not feel 
competent to take a stand on 
behalf of tho entire Students' 
Society, why has it not called 
for an Open Meeting. Is it afraid 
to rock the boat?

Lack Of Initiative 

Lakha Kasslm a third year stu- 
dent from Uganda, placed the bla- 
me of lack of initiative on his 
countrymen. He said that they 
come with a preconceived notion 
that the Canadians think that they 
are from backward lands. In order 
to destroy this image, they feel 
that they must act in a gentlemanly 
fashion which inhibits close asso- 
ciation with Canadians. 

Not many Canadians make a sin- 
cere effort to understand the Afri- 
can culture, and few Africans try 
to associate with their hosts. To 
correct this, Kassim suggested 
that a few Africans should, do their 
undergraduate work in Canada, 
and then to take postgrad degrees 
either here or back in Africa. 

David Garretson, the fourth 
member of the panel, stressed the 
fact that the Africans tend to stick 
together, making it very hard for 
others to move in. A solution to 
this, he suggested, is for the Afri- 
can to live in residence. "This is 
an asset for the foreign student, 
but as in anything it depends on 
tho individual making the first 
effort. On the mass level, meet- 
ings of any kind are good."
